Applicants thank Examiner Tran for the courtesies extended to their undersigned 
representative during the telephonic interview conducted February 7, 2006. Applicants* 
representative spoke with Examiner Tran regarding the Examiner's remarks in the November 15, 
2005 final Office Action. During the interview, Applicants' representative stated that the term 
"universal winding 5 ', which appears in independent claims 1 and 49 of the above-referenced 
application, is a term of art. Specifically, "universal winding" refers to a particular type of coil 
having a particular winding configuration used extensively in the radio field and known as such 
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for decades. One of ordinary skill in the art of coil windings would understand the term 
"universal winding" to mean this particular winding configuration. 

The Examiner stated that he interprets "universal winding" to mean any type of winding 
without evidence to the contrary. 
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
